quite rightly pissed off with the 
vihole proceedings...

Whenever any group of workers 
takes independent action, the Big Boys 
from the Unions are there to put a stop 
to it, like happened at Hoovers in 
Cambuslang this week. 

When Dunlop's shut down their fact- 
ory in Speke. the workers spontaneously 
took revenge by thrashing the place, 
destroying millions of pounds worth of 
tyres. But when the same Company were 
closing their plant at Inchinnan, the 
ever _helpful Union were there to 
guarantee a peaceful, profit-making 
closure. And for their reward, the 
union men were kept on for months after 
everyone else was sacked. 

// the blacks of Brixton were organ- 
ised by a T.U.C. approved union, they'd 
probably have been forced to accept a 
negotiated wage-cut last summer... 

The big Unions are losing members 
fast. The Transport and General Workers 
lost 200,000 members in only eighteen 
months. To make up for this loss of re- 
venue, they are swallowing up smaller 
unions and becoming more 'professional*, 
more monolithic, more compomis/ng... 




ESCAPE ROUTE 

The nature of work is changing fast. 
Not only is there the permanently high 
unemployment figures, but with the 
growing automation those who are still 
working are much less interested in their 
work and their workplace than they 
would have been twenty or thirty years 
ago. 

This is a fact that the Left find im- 
possible to accept. Their nostalgia for 
storming Valhalla with V.I. Len.n circa 
1917 is matched only with Hitting the 
Cobbles, 1926 style. They refuse to 
believe that 'the workers' see their 
workplace as a prison to abscond from. 

Nobody is interested in the Unions 
and their promise of a couple of extra 
quid a week (a promise they can't even 
deliver anymore...) 

What everyone wants is an escape 
from the miserable existence of day to 
day life under capitalism.

'MRS THATCHER IS RIGHT when she tall 
return to old fashioned values... People must 
accept that the unemployed have got to sell them- 
selves to an employer*. 

This is what I was told at an interview recently with 
an unemployment review officer. The person also said 
" was lazy and immature. 

This is the utter drivel in the traditional sense of the 
poor being expected to seek charity from the rich and 
being expected to be grateful for it. 

The bastards ask questions about your private life so 
that they can assess you character and act accordingly 
with either direct threats of deducting money off your 
giro or by telling you to come back in a few weeks to 
see what progress you have made in finding work. 

The aim of the government ( acted upon willingly by 
the DHSS) is to induce a greater willingness to work 
— wage slavery mentality — by fear of hassle and 
deductions in cash. 

If you get called in maybe take someone with you or 
put a small tape recorder in your pocket. Say nothing 
except for answering questions. Everything you say will 
be taken down and used - literally. Most of all don't 
be forced to do anything you don't want to. 

As unemployed we are seen as politically helpless 
and easy to attack. The only way we will stop this is to 
organise ourselves instead of being organised and 
manipulated. We should be a noisy nuisance to the 
authorities demanding to be heard. Our message should 
be 'It's fucking war — we're not going to grovel for 
useless ill-paid slavery, nor are we going to accept the 
slavery of unemployment.' We should demand more money 
free services — like transport , and demonstrate when 
they start coming down on people. 

The lot of the unemployed will not be changed 
by people begging for work - nor will it be done 
be moping about moaning - THE CHOICE IS 
OURS. 



PASSPORT to PARADISE? 



WHILE THEY ARE tUiftftmj in to your conversat- 
ions via Cheltenham GCHQ. they're also making 
plans to track you lounu the world... 

You may have noticed that recently the DHSS 
have started issuing new plastic National Insur- 
ance cards. They say these are merely to replace 
National Insurance cards that were printed on 
paper. But these new cards have magnetic strips 
on the back with THREE tracks for holding inform- 
ation. This magnetic tape can easily carry any 
information they want against you name: e.g. - 
suspected anarchist... 

Fortunately it is reasonably'easy to fuck-up the 
system. What you do is run a magnet ( preferably 
a rare-earth cobalt magnet or tape head de-magnet- 
isei) along this strip to make it unreadable^ Thi * 
action will leave no visible traces, so it'll be 
hard for them to blame you for the knackered card. 



These passports can also be read at passport 
points in the SOVIET UNION and Warsaw Pact 
countries, although the police and security network 
is not linked directly to the one in Western Europe. 

Nevertheless it is instructive to see how the 
'bastards in power in East and West join forces in 
operating a computerised passport system that 
further enhances their already disgusting ability 
to watch over and control the ordinary citizens of 
the world.
